Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  i 958  c 

The  health  of  our  district  was  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory  but 
the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  rose  sha2:pily  from  the 
previous  year's  ag^jregate  of  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  to  tv/o  hundred 
and  tv7enty-three . The  increase  was  almost  entirely  due  to  an  epidemic 
of  Sonne  Dysentery  which  occurred  in  a Boys'  Boarding  School.  With  the 
ready  co-operation  of  the  Headmaster,  the  Staff  and  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  the  epidemic  w^as  quiclcLy  under  control  and  there  was  no  spread 
to  the  neighbouring  population. 

In  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  year  we  had  numerous  cases  of 
influenza.  This  \7as  the  end  of  the  epidemic  vz-hich  ’was  port  of  the 
epidemic  which  had  spread  tliroughout  the  country  in  the  latter  months  of 
1 957 ‘ We  had  no  influenzal  deaths . 

One  hundred  and  tliirty  notifications  of  measles  v/ere  received  in 
1957  and  of  these  one  himdred  and  twenty-six  were  from  Kegworth.  This 
year  we  again  had  a localised  epidemic  and  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty- 
six  oases  all  but  twenty  were  in  Castle  Donington. 

There  v/as  a considerable  improvement  in  our  diphtheria  immunisation 
statistics.  Fifty  per  cent  more  children  were  iimunised  than  in  the 
year  before,  but  there  was  a slight  fall  in  the  nxmaber  of  children  who 
had  reinforcing  doses.  A boosting  dose  is  very  inportant  and  should  be 
given  shortly  before  the  child  comimences  school. 

There  was  a slight  variation  in  our  vital  statistics.  The 
corrected  death  rate  \7as  i0,27  per  thousand  of  the  ijopulation.  It  was 
not  so  good  as  in  1957  vdien  it  v/as  9.5l  but  it  was,  as  usual,  better 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Yfeles,  vrhich  v/as  11  .7»  The  corrected  birth 
rate  improved  from  the  1A.O8  of  1957  to  16.8  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
The  conparable  figure  for  England  and  Yfales  7/as  l6,Zf. 

The  report  follows  the  general  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  includes  the  excellent  records  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  of  our  water  supplies. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  reports  on 
inspections  of  food  premises  and  on  carcases.  I v/ish  to  thank  him  and 
all  members  of  my  Public  Health  Stal’f  for  their  valuable  help  and  loyal 
co-operation  during  the  year.

Owners  of  property  v/ere  again  encouraged  to  attend  to  the 
modernisation  of  their  houses  and  during  the  year  nineteen  applications 
for  in^rovement  grants  were  approved  by  the  Council  c There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  part  of  the  Housing  Act  is  an  important  piece  of  legislation 
and  caji  be  said  to  have  in  view  the  delaying  of  the  time  when  houses 
fall  into  the  unfortunate  category  of  disrepair.  In  all  nineteen  cases 
the  dwellings  are  now  provided  with  the  amenities  that  are  so  desirable, 
for  it  is  a condition  that  houses  on  completion  must 

(i  ) be  in  a good  state  of  repair  and  substantially  free  from  damp, 

(2)  have  each  room  properly  lighted  and  ventilated, 

(3)  have  an  adequate  sux^ply  of  v/holesome  water  laid  on  inside  the 
building, 

(4)  be  provided  with  efficient  and  adequate  means  of  supplying  hot 
water  for  domestic  purxooses, 

(3)  have  an  internal  or  otherwise  readily  accessible  v/ater  closet, 

(6)  have  a fixed  bath  or  shovver,  preferably  in  a separate  room, 

(7)  be  provided  with  a sink  or  sinks  and  v/ith  suitable  arrangements 
for  the  disposal  of  v/aste  v/ater, 

(8)  have  a proper  drainage  system, 

(9)  be  provided  in  each  room  with  adequate  points  for  gas  or  electric 
lighting  (v/here  reasonably  available) , 

(i  0)  be  provided  with  adequate  facilities  for  heating, 

(ii)  have  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing,  preparing  and 
cooking  food, 

(i  2)  have  proper  provision  for  the  storage  of  fuel,  where  required. 

The  department  again  carried  on  with  the  work  desired  by  the  Housing 
Act  in  relation  to  the  list  of  substandard  houses  already  deposited  vd.th 
the  Ministiy  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  accordance  with  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  193^* 
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Of  houses  included  in  Clearance  ilreas  U70  v/ero  demolished,  two 
undertakings  were  acceptead  and  on  coiq)letion  of  the  approved  v/orks, 
should  provide  satisfactory  acconmaodation , 

There  were  thirty-eight  propeities  included  in  Clearance  Areas 
submitted  to  the  Minister  for  consideration. 

On  accoimt  of  circumstances  mostly  economic,  for  the  first  time 
since  post-war  building  commenced  there  were  no  Council  houses  erected 
or  under  construction,  but  negotiations  were  oxaened  for  the  acquisition 
and  approval  for  building  sites, 

There  were  fourteen  houses  built  by  private  enterjarise,  t\TO  Police 
houses  and  one  School  Caretaker's  house. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  ojid  f orty-tv7o 
aijplicants  on  the  list  for  Council  houses,  including  the  sixty-nine 
new  araplications  received  during  the  year. 

There  were  tiiree  families  re-housed  from  properties  included  in 
clearance  areas.

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Ti7JER  SUPPLIES 


Although  there  were  no  serious  shortages  of  water  reported 
during  the  year  the  distribution  in  some  areas  in  the  district 
continued  to  present  difficulties  at  peak  demand  periods.  This 
occurred  mainly  in  pairbs  of  Castle  Bonington  on  account  of 
inadequate  reservoir  capacity,  the  age  of  the  mains  and  the  ever 
increasing  demand  for  water. 

In  previous  reports  I have  mentioned  the  condition  of  some  of 
the  water  mains  wheiHS  the  effects  of  internal  encrustation  have 
reduced  their  carrying  capacity,  and  are  in  such  a state  as  to  he 
unequal  to  deliver  the  volume  to  meet  present  day  requirements,  for 
I believe  that  some  of  the  mains  wore  in  use  at  the  turn  of  the 
century, 

A length  of  old  main  at  Kogworth  was  descaled  by  mechanical 
means  and  brought  about  some  marked  ingprovement , for  on  survey  and 
visits  to  properties  supplied  from  this  main,  the  supply  at  the 
consumers  ‘ taps  shaved  in^^rovement . 

At  Broadliill  and  Tdiatton  Road,  Kog;voi‘th  a new  length  of  V'  main 
was  laid  for  a distance  of  approximately  six  hxmdred  yards  to 
augment  an  aged  main  which  for  some  time  had  been  unable  to  afford 
a satisfactory  supit^ly  at  all  times,  particularly  at  properties  on 
the  higher  parts  of  the  estate,  and  the  more  recent  development  on 
the  IThatton  Road  itself. 

The  Council  approved  a connection  to  the  3"  main  on  Long  Lane, 
Kegworth,  for  a further  distance  of  four  hundred  yards  to  provide 
water  for  agricultural  purposes  and  a dwelling  house  which  had 
hitherto  relied  on  a shallav  well. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  three: 
bulk  suppliers  to  the  area  seven  out  of  nine  bacteriological  samples 
proved  to  be  unsatisfactoiry.  At  five  houses  mains  water  was 
provided  in  substitution  for  shallav  wells,  and  at  two  other 
properties  a new  drainage  system  was  constructed  and  the  virell  cleansed 
and  re-lined. 

Investigations  v/ere  carried  out  of  the  private  supply  to  a 
boarding  school  and  the  use  of  a spring  was  discontinued  and 
connections  made  to  a public  supply  main.

At  Kegv^orth  the  much  needed  ingprOTement  v/orks  viere  put  in 
hand  end  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  first  part  of  a scheme  uas 
progressing  in  accordance  v/ith  the  ap^rovo.!  of  the  Minister,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  hefore  the  time  of  the  next  report  theare  will 
he  full  equipment  that  will  deal  adequately  at  all  times  v/ith  sewage 
that  arrives  at  the  Works. 

At  Long  ?/hatton  the  sev/er  v/as  extended  to  allav/  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  drainage  fx'oi.i  improved  properties  at  '.Test 
End. 


At  Charley  the  drains  to  several  properties  were  re-laid  to 
meet  modern  requirements,  and  a nev/  disposal  system  was  constructed. 

Dra.inage  dykes  received  attention  at  Castle  Bonington  and 
Kegworth, 

In  times  of  heavy  rainfall  conq;].aints  were  received  from  the 
occupants  of  properties  on  the  Park  Ijane  Estate,  and  particularly 
from  the  Spitt  al  where  considerable  difficulties  were  met  with  in 
the  endeavour  to  make  a free  flcM  of  sev/age.  Ho^yever,  the  Council 
agreed  for  a sevver  pipe  to  be  laid  in  parallel  to  this  old  pipe  as 
it  is  anticipated  that  together,  these  pipes  will  be  able  to  deal 
with  the  flop/. 

At  the  Pumping  Station  a.t  Hemington  it  v/as  necessary  to 
roiew  electrical  equipment,  .and  a new  bridge  over  the  brook  and  new 
entrance  gates  were  constructed. 

Cesspools  at  tv/elve  properties  were  demolished  and  the 
drainage  connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

There  were  also  tv7enty-two  pail  closets  and  -two  privies 
converted  to  the  fresh  \7atcr  carriage  system.

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REFUSE  COLLECTICTT 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  nevT  refuse  vehicle  v/as  brought 
into  caramission  and  from  the  outset  proved  a useful  asset  to  the 
scheme  of  dry  refuse  collectionj  for  a vehicle  of  modem  desiga  with 
the  stage  crrangerraits  for  loo.dir.g  at  the  rear  o.f  the  vehicle  is 
v;ithout  doubt  an  hmprovement  in  the  conditions  for  a service  of 
this  natLire. 

Apart  from  the  slight  delays  brought  about  by  occasional 
siclmess  and  ho?.iday  periods  I can  report  that  the  service  generally 
was  fairly  good.  I have  already  made  reference  to  the  changes  that 
have  taken  place  in.  the  character  of  domestic  v/aste  during  the  past 
years  and  it  is  my  opinion  this  may  well  continue  since  far  more 
packages  are  prepared  for  retail  sa,le  in  paper  and  other  wrappings » 
Quite  apart  from  ihe  effect  such  changes  have  on  the  bulk  of 
combustible  material  that  has  to  bo  dealt  Virith  on  the  Tip,  it  is 
contributoiy  to  litter  in  the  streets. 

I would  like  to  emgihasise  the  advantages  that  can  be  derived  by 
keeping  dust  bins  dry  and  not  usin,g  them  for  the  storage  of  wet 
materia?!.3  and  g.arden  refuse.  The  biris  themselves  will  have  a longer 
life  if  used  only  for  dry  refuse  and  in  addition  rediice  the  amount  of 
refuse  that  has  to  be  dealt  v/ith  at  the  disposal  place. 

The  scheme  for  the  collection  and  sale  of  tins  at  the  Tip  as 
desired  by  the  Mnistry,  was  continued. 

Requests  were  mad.e  for  additional  litter  bins  to  be  provided  ■ 
and  on  occasions  posters  "Keep  Britain  Tidy",  vrere  displayed  in 
prominent  places,  but  in  spite  of  the  endeavoiir  by  the  Council, 
litter  is  often  carelessly  droppied  in  the  street,  and  an  appropriate 
slogan  for  all  to  bear  in  mind  could  well  be  "Keep  this  Rural 
District  Tidy" . 


MCrAE.\BJA';  nVEIDIUGS 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  tvventy  caravans  licensed  and 
sited  in  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Public  Health  aaid  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts,  including  eigjit  on 
the  communal  site  on  the  Station  Road,  Castle  Bonington. 

Other  sites  were  occupied  during  the  year  from  time  to  time  on 
land  which  V7as  not  liemsed,  principally  at  Bonington  Lane  and  Hill 
Top,  Castle  Bonington.  At  all  these  places  there  are  no  seivices  or 
amenities  suitable  for  communal  caravan  occupation,  and  on  occasions 
the  Council  were  called  upon  to  consider  complaints  and  the  owners  of 
the  land  were  duly  informed  of  the  real  necessity  of  providing 
adequate  v/ater  supply,  sanitary  arrangements  and  other  facilities 
before  allowing  land  to  be  used  for  this  purpose.

POOD  HIGIIiM?,  REGIJIiATIQNS 


There  were  imijravernents  and  extensive  alterations  carried  out 
at  five  shops  diuring  the  year,  \/hioh  included  Improved  lighting, 
washing  facilities  ard  refrigeration  equipment  both  for  bu3Jc  and  at 
retail  counters  in  the  endeavour  to  comx^'ly  v/ith  the  provisions  of 
the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Iirproved  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  v/ere 
provided  at  a Cafe  preinrLses,  and  an  existing  building  v/as  converted 
according  to  approved  plans  for  use  as  a restaurant. 

The  v/ork  of  improvement  at  licensed  premises  continued  and 
during  the  year  one  establishjnent  vra.s  renovated  and  re-constructed 
to  provide  all  tho  modern  f anilities.  The  business  at  one 
licensed  placed  was  discontinued  and  the  vdiole  of  the  premises 
converted  for  dwelling  house  purposes. 

On  account  of  non-compliance  with  the  regulations  proceedings 
were  taken  against  the  occupier  of  a roadside  establishment,  and  the 
case  was  hoard  before  the  Police  Coiirt,  when  the  occupier  wds 
summonsed  for  failing  to  protect  food  from  contamination , for  not 
having  an  adequate  sui^ply  of  }iot  water,  and  failing  to  keep  the  stall 
and  equixTiicnt  in  a sanitary  condition.

During  the  ye.ar  the  old  Chiirch  of  England  School  at  Castle 
Donington  v/as  vacated  and  the  priimiry  scholars  were  accommodated 
in  more  suit-able  r.remises  on  the  completion  of  the  new  Secondary 
Modern  School  at  Mount  Pleasant. 

Iirprovoments  carried  out  at  Long  YHiatton  school  saw  the  last 
of  the  unsuitable  sanitary  accommodation  and  schools  in  all  villages 
are  novi'-  provided  with  modern  plmnbing  fittings. 

At  Belton  extensive  alterations  and  improvements  were  carried 
out  at  a lYrivate  Boarding  School,  v/hich  included  a nev;-  dining  room, 
improved  kitchen  and  cooking  facilities,  and  connection  to  a public 
v/ater  main  to  replace  a spring  supply.

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The  department  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Co\mty 
Health  Department  find  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Leicester, 
and  diiring  the  year  nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
laboratoiy  from  the  herds  of  producer/retailers  for  biological 
examination.  There  iTas  no  evidence  of  tiiborculosis  in  any  of  the 
samples .
